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PREFACE 


The purpose of this book is to endeavour to show m a clear 
cuid simple manner the useful and practical truth that underhes 
the so-called occult study of reading character and disposition 
by the "penod of birth,” and the meanmg of the number of 
each day and the influence of such things on human life It 
wfll, I hope, be seen m readmg these pages how perfect is the 
mechanism of the Umverse, by which certam charactenstics, 
and even details as to health, may be traced by a study of such 
thmgs 

Many books have been pubhshed that pretend to deal with 
these questions, and although some of these books may be 
most excellent m their way, I have found that, as a rule, they 
have been too comphcated m their method or too mvolved m 
their theones to be of pradtcal use to the everyday man or 
woman who has not had the occult trainmg necessary to under- 
stand comphcated expositions on such subjects 

I have been encouraged to send this work on its way by^the 
great success which has attended the pubhcation of other works 
from my pen on the Study of the Hand, and the commendation 
I have received for the "faculty of expressmg myself clearly, 
and m simple language,” makmg the studies of practical use 
and help to a wider range of people than books of this class 
usually reach 

In the present book I have drawn largely from my own 
expenences in this study of character, and I may safely state 
that there ts not a ride I have given concerning character, ten- 
dencies, or health, which has not been thoroughly verified by nie in 
my own work, which has extended in a professional way over a 
period of more than forty years 

Considenng that during this penod I was consulted on an 
average by from fifteen to twenty persons a day, I think I may 
safely claim to have had a wider field m which to gather the 
knowledge necessary for this book than, perhaps, any other 
wnter on this subject 

I have seen so many wrecked and brbken hves, where, had 
the people possessed even a shght knowledge of their own 
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dispositions, they might have been saved, that I have felt it a 
duty to publish m a cheap and simple form the mdications of 
character and tendenacs which may be easily learned by a 
study of these "penods of birth,” as set forth m the followmg 
pages 

I beheve that any aid that may help towards the observation 
oi character is not ofily itsejnl bttl even essential if am imshes to 
keep abreast and succeed *» ihxs age of ever-increasing competition 
Those people who have some means at their command to 
learn their own characters and the dispositions of others must 
certainly be thnce armed m the battle of life, and consequently 
more successful than the people who know nothmg of such 
thmgs Therefore I have no hesitation m saymg that with this 
book m one’s possession, one has a means towards ^vlnnmg 
success and also happmess 

With even a shght knowledge of what I designate m these 
pages as Life’s Natural Affimfaes, the road to the divorce courts 
would not be so crowded as it is at present, parents would more 
easily understand then children and children then parents, 
and a great deal of suffering and fnction might be avoided 
In conclusion, I trust I'ara not presnmmg too much when I 
venture to hope that this unpretentious volume may be the 
means of helpmg a lai^e proportion of my fellow-bemgs to 
realise that m the study of the mystenes of life we are givmg 
praise and glory to the Creator of Life, who m His infimte 
wisdom created all thmgs to be used by man for the highest 
development of his kmd

Basic Traits of Character of People Born in 
JANUARY

The Zodiacal Sign of Capncom commences on December 
2ist,* but for seven days, bemg overlapped by the "cusp" 
of the previous sign, it does not come mto its fuU power until 
on or about December 28th From this out it is m fuU strength 
imtil January 20th, and is then for seven days gradually losmg 
its strength on account of becormng overlapped by the "cusp” 
of the incoming sign — Aquarius 

Persons bom between January 20th and the 27th partake of 
the charactenstics of both Capncom and Aquanus, and the 
same mle apphes to all persons bom withm the "cusp” of any 
sign 

People bom m this penod have strong mental force, but they 
are, as a rule, generally misunderstood by others 
They are thmkers, reasoners, and make natural heads of 
business organisations or any form of government work 
They are independent and high-mmded in aU their actions, 
and detest being under the restramt of others 
They must be leaders in whatever they are engaged, or else 
they are mclmed to lose their interest m their work 
They have strange ideas of love, duty, and social position, 
and for this reason they are often considered "odd,” and do not 
fit m easily with their neighbours 
Even when not rehgious they have a deep devotional nature, 
and make great efforts to do good to others, but generally to 
masses of people rather than to mdividuals 

They often make excellent speakers, but not so much through 
oratory as by "plam speakmg”, they "hit straight from the 
shoulder,” and go direct to ffie point of the subject m plam 
language, often too much so for their own good 

They generally make their greatest mistake by espousmg 
the unpopular cause, the "under dog” m the fight, and so often

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make the bitterest enemies by their actions bemg misunder- 
stood 

Such people generally feel their responsibihties too keenly, 
and often worry themselves mto bad health 

They are qmck m their mtuitions of people and thmgs, but 
they are, as a rule, too easily discouraged, and lack s^-con- 
fidence 

Although they appear cold, they have warm hearts towards 
sufienng, and as a rule they give largely to chanties, but 
subscnbe more generously when givmg to institutions than 
when giving to mdividuals 

If mchned to be rehgious they usually go to extremes, and 
become fanatical m their zeal 

They worship mtellectual, clever people, and are deep 
thinkers , they rarely mterfere with the affairs of others, but 
they will never stand mterference from others 

They should aim for some form of pubhc life, and m such 
careers they generally do best, such as m the government and 
m responsible positions of control and management of others 

They are mchned to exate bitter opposition but bear up 
against it with a philosophic spmt Their home and family life 
IS very often a troubled one They usually have distressed or 
mvahd relatives to look after and as a rule they sacnfice them- 
selves to home mterests They feel "lonely-hearted” and 
misunderstood 

FRIENDS 

They usually make the most sohd and best friendships with 
people who are bom m their own penod, viz between December 
2ist to end of January, from April 20 to the end of May, and 
with their "central affimties," June 21 to July 20-27, ^nd 
August 21 to September 20-27 (see Fig V) 

HEALTH 

As a rule these people are more mchned to suffer from m- 
digestion, rheumatism and gout, pams m the feet, and hurts 
and acadents to the legs and ankles, troubles with the spleen 
and hver, raptures, decay of the teeth, pams m the teeth and 
ears AH kmds of skm diseases, and as this part of the Zodiac 
has a kmd of sub-rule over the stomach, they often suffer from 
vomitmg and nausea, and stoppages m the mtestmes 
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COLOURS 

The colours which, give the most suitable vibrations to per- 
sons bom in this penod, and which are the most beneficial to 
’ them, are all tones of grey, all ranges of violet and purple, and 
also black For the exact colours for people bom on each 
mdividual day see Chapter XV (page 121)

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CHAPTER II 


Basic Traits of Character of People Born in 
FEBRUARY 

The Zodiacal Sign of Aquanus commences on January 21st, 
but for seven days, bemg overlapped by the "cusp” of the 
previous sign, it does not come mto full power until on or about 
January 28th From this date onward it is m full strength until 
February 19th It is then for seven days gradually losmg its 
strength on account of becommg overlapped by the “cusp” of 
the mcommg sign — Pisces 

Those bom m the "cusp” take from the quahties of both 
signs 

These natures generally feel very lonely m hfe, they are 
over-sensitive, and easily wounded m their feehngs 
They read character mstmctively, and for this reason they 
"see though” people too easily to be really happy 
They are not demonstrative m affection, but feel very deeply 
If they "hke” they fight to the bitter end for their fnend, but 
if they dislike they are just as mtense, and if they belong to the 
lower plane of humamty they wiU stack at notlong to avenge 
an mjury or what they feel to be an mjustice 

They are usually high-stmng, and their nerves are generally 
overwrought , they often lose control of themselves, and then 
they say or do thmgs that they bitterl y regret later 
They are generally very active for the pubhc good, and wiU 
often give all they have to reheve the distress of others 
They are good reasoners, and are very successful m debate 
and argument, and difl&cult to convmce They generally have 
a saentafic turn of mmd especially m relation to mventaons 
deahng with electnaty or such hke thmgs 
They are excellent m busmess and finance when they apply 
their mmds to such thmgs, but as a general rule they are more 
successful for others, and make more money for others than 
for themselves 

They reqmre some call of duty or circumstance to show the 
quahties that are m them If “ the call ” does come, they often 
nse to great thmgs, but if it does not come, they wait often 
untal it IS too late to develop their great quahties 
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If people bom m this sign overcame their sensitiveness and 
develop^ their ^TiIl-power, there is no position in hfe they conld 
not attam They generally succeed bek m some large sphere of 
action, where they can feel their responsibdities for others Those 
who are "awakened” m this sign usually leave a great name 
behmd. They have "visions,” imagination and mvention 

They take a great mterest m pnb^hc meetings, gathermgs of 
people, and pubhc ceremomes They love theatres and concerts, 
and like to be where crowds of people congregate, and yet they 
always have the feelmg that th^ are aloyie in Ufe 

They are very mT^ traHirtpry m the quahties they show under 
the call of circumstances , although themselv es very high-strung 
and easily overwrought, they have the very greatest power over 
excttahle people and over the .insane, and are in the run of their 
lives often brought much in contact with such classes 
^ They have a qmet, controlhng power with their eyes, and so 
subdue others 

Their greatest fault is that it generally takes some sudden 
call of circumstances to make them “make the most of them- 
selves ” 

If bom with money, these people rarely show what is m 
them They are mchned m ordinary conations to let their 
opportumties shp, or realise them only when it is too late If, 
however, people Ixim m this penod belong to the lower order 
of humamty they lose all sense of honour and prmciple, and are 
extremely unrehable, tacky m money matters, dishonest, and 
unscrapulous m gaining what they desire 

FRIENllS 

In real fnendship or love they get on best with those bom 
from May 21 to June 20, and by addmg the seven days of "the 
cusp " to about the end of the month September 21 to October 
20 or 27, and, as a rule, to November 20-27, or with those bom 
m the centre of their taan^e, as will be diown m Chapter 
XW, dealmg with "Life's Tnangles " 

HEALTH 

These people are mchned to suffer most from the stomach, 
often through the nerves of the stomach m some pecuhar 
manner that is difficult to reheve with ordmary medicine If 
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care is not taken they are inclined to sufier from the bladder, 
kidneys and sweUmgs or dropsy in the legs 

Bad drcnlation of the blood and cold hands and feet also 
generally trouble them, and attacks of jaundice, but this latter 
tendency also is mchned to afreet people bom m the next 
penod as well 

They are also prone to sufier from accidents to their teeth, 
pams m the knees and middle of the spme, and breaks or 
sprains of the feet and ankles, and often some delicacy of the 
eyes 

COLOURS 

The most favourable colours for them are aU shades of what 
are known as "electnc shades,” as electric blues and electric 
gre}^ These are the foundation colours for this penod , for the 
exact colours for people bom on each mdividual day see chapter 
on colours (page 121) 

STOISES 

The birth stones for this penod are sapphires, pink topazes,

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CHAPTER III 


Basic Traits of Character of People Born in 
MARCH 

The Zodiacal Sign of Pisces commences on February 20th, 
but for seven days, bemg overlapped by the "cusp” of the 
previous sign, it does not come mto its full power until about 
February 27th From this date onwards it is m fuU strength 
until March 20th, and it is then for seven days gradually losmg 
its strength on account of becommg overlapped by the " cusp ” 
of the incommg sign — ^Anes 

These people possess a curiously "natural understandmg,” 
which they do not obtam from books or study They easily 
acquire, or rather absorb, knowledge, especially of the history 
of countries, travel, research, and like subject 

Although by nature generous, yet they are usually over- 
anxious about money matters, and mchned to worry about 
what their future position m hfe may be This state of mmd is, 
I think, largely due to thetr dtshke and dread of bevig dependent 
on others more than from any love of money 

This quality makes them, however, much misunderstood, 
and they are often considered close m money matters when m 
reahty they are not 

People bom m this penod often go back on their promises, 
especially on questions of money They proimse to give, on the 
impulse of the moment, but if they have tune for reflection then 
the fear of future poverty forces them, as a rule, to break their 
promise or give, perhaps, only one half of what they had 
stipulated 

These people are also more mentally ambitious than other- 
wise They may know their subject w^ m their mmd, but they 
will hesitate and undervalue them own mdividuahty if they 
find they have to put it to a test m any pubhc manner 

They are mchned to brood and become melancholy, or to 
imagme all the world is against them and that they are bemg 
made maiflyrs of 

They have great fidehty and loyalty if thrust is imposed on 
them, and great persistence m canymg out whatever work they 
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have m their hands to perform, and they arc generally found 
jn positions of trust and rcsponsibihty for others 
Many artists, musiaans and literary people are bom in this 
period, but they must receive great encouragement ever to 
make the best of themselves 

They have great loyalty to friends or to any cause they take 
up, provided they feel they are trusted or looked up to They 
are generally successful m all positions of responsibility, bbt 
at the same tune they are not inclmcd to push themselves 
forward, and usually “wait to be asked" before giiung their 
opimons 

They are great respecters of 'Taw and order,” and uphold 
the conventions of whatever the social order m which they may 
be found 

The strongest and weakest characters are found in this 
sign Some are inclmed to gratify their innate sense of luxury 
and self-mdulgence and, if this side of the nature is the one that 
controls, they are likely to be too easy-going, to be too re- 
ceptive to their surroundings, to become influenced by false 
friends, to give way to fraudulent schemes and in some cases 
are mchned to become addicted to drugs or dnnk 

If, however, persons bom in this part of the year find some 
purpose worth hving for, they nse to the emergency as no 
others can These are the people that one meets sometimes in 
life who surprise their friends by their sudden change of 
character 

They can, in a moment, throw off any form of weakness or 
self-mdulgence, and nse to any height of self-demal All persons 
bom m this part of the 3^ear have a dual element as the main- 
spnng of their nature It simply depends on which of the 
two roads they have deaded to follow 

Persons bom in this sign are highly emotional If they 
belong to the weak side of it, they are easily influenced by the 
people with whom they are thrown mto contact, but if they 
belong to the stronger side, their emotional nature can hft 
them up to any height 

They are generadly fond of the sea and large expanses of 
water If circumstances do not permit them to travel, they 
will, if they possibly can, make their homes where they can 
see the ocean, or on the side of some lake, or nver 

In business they are good in deahng with shippmg, trade ivith 
foreign countnes, or sea-borne commerce of any descnption 
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Sea captains, sailors of all lands, also travellers, are often 
found under this sign 

■AJiOost all have a cunously mystical side to their nature as 
■Well as the practical They are often classed as superstitious, 
the occult m all its forms appeahng to them m one way or 
another 

They love to search out or invesbgate the unkno\vn, the 
philosophical, or the mystenous Although by nature generous, 
they have at heart a cunous dread of poverty, and for that 
reason do not allow their generous instmcts to get the better of 
them, unless they are under the influence of someone they 
love In such a case they become easily influenced and are 
as hkely as not to give away all they possess 

Money has no •\^ue m their eyes It is simply something to 
be used and nothmg more 

They require some call of duty or circumstance to show the 
qualities that are m them If " tie call ” does come, they often 
nse to great thmgs, but if it does not come, they wait often 
until it IS too late to develop their great quahhes 

If people bom m this sign overcame their sensitiveness and 
developed their will-power, there is no position in hfe they could 
not attam They generally succeed best m some large sphere 
of action, where they can feel their responsibihties for others 
Those who are "awakened” m this sign usually leave a great 
name behmd They have "visions,” unagmabon and mven- 
bon 

FRIENDS 

They find their most lasbng friendships ivith people bom in 
their own penod or between June 21 and July 20, and on 
accoimt of "the cusp” to about the end of the month (see 
Fig III), and with their "central affimbes,” August 21 to 
September 20-27, also October 21 to November 20-27 (see 
Fig III) 

HEALTH 

As regards health, people bom m this penod are mostly 
mchned to suffer from nerves, msomma, despondency, and 
disorders of the blood, poor cuculabon, anaemia They often 
have mtesbnal trouble, pams m the feet and head, and are 
disj^sed to rheumabsm and, like those of the precedmg penod, 
they are often subject to attacks of jaundice They should, if 
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possible, live m bnglit, sunny, dry climates, and UVe a peat 
amount of fresh air and exercise They arc fond of travel, arc 
restless, and love to bo continually on the move 

COLOURS 

The colours most suitable to them arc all sliadK of 
violet, and purple Tliesc arc the foundation colours ot tins 
penod , for the exact colours for people born on each indivmuai 
day sec chapter on colours (page 121)

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CHAPTER IV 


Basic Traits of Character of People Born in 
APRIL 

The Zodiacal Sign of Anes commences on March 2ist, but for 
seven days, being overlapped by the " cusp "of the previous sign , 
it does not come mto its full pow cr until about March 27th From 
this date onwards, it is in full strength until Apnl 19th It is then 
for seven da}^ gradually losing its strength on account of be- 
commg overlappedby tlic " cusp ” of the incoming sign — Taurus 
People bom in this section of the year have unusually strong 
will power and great obstinacy of purpose 
They are bom fighters m every sense of the word , they have 
also the greatest abihty as organisers on a large scale, such as 
m the organisation of big schemes or as the heads of big 
businesses, and also m the organisation of armies or develop- 
ment of countnes 

They seem naturally to resent all criticism, and the only 
way to offset this in them is by quiet logic, reason, and proof 
These people are mtensely mdependent m work They must 
do eveiything m their oivn way, and if they are interfered wnth 
by others they generally make a muddle of their plans or step 
back and let die other person take their place 

As a mle they are unhappy in their domestic life, for they 
rarely meet members of the opposite sex who understand them, 
and if opposition does not upset them from this pomt it usually 
does through their children 

Yet these people, be they men or women, crave for affection 
and sympathy more than anythmg else, and this is generally 
the rock on which they are finally wrecked if they have not the 
good fortune to meet their nght affinities 
As far as matenal success or power is concerned, there are no 
heights to which persons bom m this sign cannot climb — 
provided they "keep their heads ” Success, however, is often 
then undomg, praise and flattery are inchned to make them 
have "swelled heads ” In such conditions they do not "see 
straight," and by obstmate, arrogant actions, in many cases, 
they brmg about their own rum

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They are endowed with great mental ener^, full of new 
schemes and onginal plans for an5dhing they are mterested m 
They are self-^vllled, and nothing but hard facts and reason will 
make them see things in any light but their owu 
They are mclmed to lack caution, bemg by nature impulsive 
and quick in thought and action 
They go to extremes in all thmgs, are frank and outspoken, 
and mclmed to make enemies by want of tact They are 
enormously ambitious , as a rule they succeed ur life and amass 
money and position 

The lower type of this sign will stick at nothing to accomphsh 
their purpose As masters they are brutal and tjTanmcal, and 
often meet a violent death The higher type are good masters, 
but at the same time severe in disciplme and more or less 
exactmg in the service they expect from others 
Both classes have a distinct desire to peer into the future , 
perhaps because they are impatient for thmgs to develop 
They are mclmed to prophesy what will take place, and are 
often very gjifted in this direction 

They desire to be looked up to and regarded as the "head” 
in their homes, m their businesses, and m their careers 
As a general rule, the men bom m this p3-rt of the year 
suSer a great deal through their affections , they seldom under- 
stand women, and make great mistakes m their relations ivith

For both sexes, their greatest happmess cofues from work

Persons bom m this sign seldom get through life ivithout 
receivmg cuts, wounds, or blows to the head, either from ac-

TRIENDS 

They iviU find their more lastmg fnendships and afiections 
ivith those bom m their own penod or between July 21 and 
August 20-27, and from November 21 to December 20-27, 
and also from the centre of their tnangle, September 21 to 
October 20-27, ^ f have explamed m my chapter on "Life’s 
Affinities” (Fig II) 

HEALTH 

People bom m this penod should try to obtain more sleep 
than almost any other class They overwork their brams, and 
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are mcbned to suffer from all things that concern the head, — 
from headache, trouble with the eyes, inflammation of the 
brain , and there is often a tendency to apoplexy and rushes of 
blood to the head They arc also likely to have eruptions on 
the face and head, and trouble with the passages of the nose, 
such as pol3T)i And they are liable to get cuts and vounds m 
the head, and they usually run great danger from fire and 
explosions from engines, firearms, and machines generally 
They seldom get through life wthout operations and a good 
deal of expenence uuth the surgeon’s kmfe 

COLOUKS 

The most harmonious colour for them is all shades of red, — 
enmson, rose, and pink, — ^but when ill all shades of blue and 
violet arc the most soothing and benefiaal to them For the

Up to nearly twenty years of age they are usually extremely 
pure-nunded, virtuous, and rehgious, but once their nature is 
roused they are often found to swmg m the opposite direction 
At the same tune the greatest human samts have been found 
m this penod 

All remam, however, mtensely emotional, which is the very 
keynote of them character m all its phases 

They have great magnetic power, and as speakers appeal to 
the emotions and sentiments of theu pubhc more than to logic, 
but they sway theu audiences as they choose 

They have excellent power m wntmg, are mtensely dramatic 
in theu gift of descnption, and are unusually versatile m theu 
talents 

In dangers and m sudden crises they are cool and very 
determmed, and many of the very best surgeons have been 
found m this penod 

Theu worst fault is that they are too adaptable to the people 
with whom they come m contact If they are thrown with evil- 
mmded people, for the time bemg they adapt themselves too 
much to theu compamons , but as a rule they nght themselves 
when nearly capsized, and generally get out of the most diffi- 
cult situations at the last moment 
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They are often great humanitarians, wth great plans for 
makmg the world nght, and praise ^Vlll often force them on to 
do great things m the world for their fellow-men 
They nearly always, however, lead double hves — one for the 
eyes of the world and another for themselves 
\^^len mamed they lean often to the idea of keeping up two 
homes, one with the greater responsibihty and conventionahty, 
the other a Bohemian retreat, where, even if they hve alone, 
they are at least free from all restraint They have clever 
ideas m busmess and pohtics, but they are best as advisers of 
others They should be ivamed against “putting off things 
until to-morrow,” for procrastination is one of their besettmg 
sms, and is the greatest enemy of people bom m this penod 
They are mental fighters, and are most subtle in arguments 
They make good orgamsers and generals on paper, but detest 
bloodshed and stnfe in actual hfe 
For this reason they gain a reputation as peacemakers, and, 
m fact, they usually excel in settlmg other people’s quarrels 
and bnngmg enemies together to shake hands Kmg Edward 
VII, bom November 9 , u'as a good illustration of this quality 
With their words, letters, or wntmgs they can wound like the 
sting of a serpent, but on the slightest show of emotion or 
feeling all is forgotten, and they are kmdness itself 
No class of people make more fnends or have more enemies 
than those bora m this penod, but their strong personahty 
cames them through hke a resistless wave 
The sex quality is an enormous factor m their hves The 
women attract the men and the men attract the women , but 
m cases where the will and ambition are dommant these 
people can keep the curb on their strong sex-natures, and reap 
success accordingly 

People m this Sign should, above all, be encouraged to have 
ambition, for tt ts the one thing that will save them, for tt they will 
make any sacrifice or deny themselves any pleasure, and so 
accomphsh more work than any other class 
They usually place too great a value on the opimon of the 
world, and for this fault they become the easy prey of black- 
mailers 

They are inchned to be selfish and to sacrifice everything to 
the need of the moment, but, in contradiction to this, if they 
succeed there are no people more generous in paymg back 
tenfold for any help they may have received 
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In their home life the men are indmed to be dogmatic, and 
expect to rule , but their influence over women is so great that 
they are almost always forgiven, and the most mjured wife of 
such a man would fight for him to the last 

With their strong magnetic influence they possess generally 
a strange psychological power over others , they make natural 
healers, for they give of their great vitality to others, and when 
their emotions or sympathies are roused they love to give and 
to help, and will face any danger to be of assistance 

The sex-nature of these people must, however, be kept well 
under control , otherwise there are no excesses to which m the 
end they may not give way 

Sooner or later, they generally become interested m occult 
matters, they readily develop unusual clairvo3^t powers, 
and quite often gam fame and distmction as wnters, pamters 
or poets They are natural philosophers, deep students of 
Nature, and observe and an^yse other persons’ characters 
better than any other class 

They are generally loved and adored by those who know 
them, but there are very few bom under this sign who at some 
stage m their career escape bemg attacked by some insidious 
form of calumny or scandal 

Persons bom m this sign generally have, or make, two sources 
of mcome As a rule they go through a great deal of trouble, 
difficulty and often pnvation m their early years , such tnals 
seem to mcrease their ivill-power and ambition, and sooner or 
later success and fame nearly always crown their efforts 

FRIENDS 

They will find their most lastmg friendships and unions with 
people bom m their own penod and between June 2% and July 
20-27, from Febmary 19 to March 20-27, and with the centre 
of then “Life’s Tnangle’’ (Fig III), namely, those bom from 
April 20 to May 20-27 

HEALTH 

These people as a rule are very shght and thm m then early 
years, but put on weight and are mclmed to corpulency after 
readung middle hfe 

Both men and women have danger of suffenng from the sex 
organs and with the kidneys Later the heart is mclmed to be 
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their weakest organ, and they should be careful not to over- 
strain it in exercise, or m work 

COLOURS 

The colours most smtable for persons of this penod are all 
shades of cmnson and blue For the exact colours for persons 
bom on each day see chapter on colours (jpage 121) 

STONES 

The birth stones for this penod are the turquoise, the ruby, 
and all red stones

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CHAPTER XII 


Basic Traits of Character of People Born in 
DECEMBER 

The Zodiacal Sign of Sagittarius commences on November 
2ist, but for seven days, bemg overlapped by the " cusp ” of the 
previous sign, it does not come mto its full power until on or 
about November 28th From this date onwards it is m fuU 
power until December 20th, and is then for seven days 
gradually losmg its strength on account of bemg overlapped 
by the mcommg Sign — Capncom 
This Sign of Sagittarius is symbohcally represented either 
by the figure of an archer, or by a half-horse, half-man, the 
man part shootmg an arrow from a bow 
Those bom m iJus section of the year are executive, fearless, 
and deterrmned m aU they undertake 
They are apt to be too decisive and too outspoken m their 
speech, and so are often misjudged m their cnticism, and make 
bitter enemies 

They concentrate all them attention on whatever they are 
domg at the moment, and seem to see no other way but theirs until 
their effort is made 

Them mmds are so mtensely qmck that they will often be 
found breaking m on the conversation of others with what they 
think IS the end of the story or the solubon of the quesbon 
They are, however, the great workers of the earth, they 
never seem to bre until they wear themselves out, or drop with 
fabgue 

They are generally very honourable, but chiefly when they 
feel others are placmg imphcit confidence m them BrataUy 
truthful, they resent decepbon, and unmask any attempt to 
deceive others even when such acbon is against then own 
mterests There are two disbnct classes that exist m this 
period The people of one secbon have then ideals of hfe 
exbemely high, and any appeal to -do is met, with an 
immediate response , but they arejfior& mchned'-tob^geherous 
toward pnvate chanbes than tu^o good pnvately, for' they 
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are mostly suspiaous of individuals, and so dread being de- 
ceived by a plausible story that they prefer to send the beggar 
•with their card to the secretary of some mstitution to which 
they subscnbe, than to take responsibility on their own 
shoulders 

Those of this first class are, however, the salt of the earth m 
their care for their employees and people under them 
They have great enterpnse in business, but never feel them- 
selves confined to any one Ime , because they have been success- 
ful m some one thmg is no reason whatever that they must 
follow it through life For this reason one often finds the men 
of this penod change from clergymen to stockbrokers, or 
from professors to followers of trade , while the women success- 
ful m one hne of work will just as quickly throw themselves 
heart and soul mto some entirely new study 
As a rule, perhaps from their intense concentration and •will 
power, they are successful m whatever they do, and they should 
always be allowed a free hand xn choosing ihcir vocation 
The people of the second class bom in this penod are easily 
recognised, first, by their sharp cnticism of every one else’s 
efforts for good and by their petty meanness in all matters that 
concern money If you ask them for a five-pound note for a 
chanty for which their name ivill be mentioned in public, or a 
shilhng for a beggar, the second class will always give the five- 
pound note even if they should see the beggar starving before 
their eyes 

People of this second class are eaten up with selfish ambition 
In any country m which they live they force their way into 
government positions They toady to titles, and are snobs 
beyond descnption They are also hypocntes and religious 
bigots of the worst class, but the sunplest student of humanity, 
after a httle observation, •will never confound them with those 
of the other class in the same Sign 
Alas I people study the books of nature so httle that this 
second class are often found more matenally successful than 
the former 

But to resume the general characteristics Nearly all 
classes m this Sign are devoted to music, even if it is only in 
appreaation They often make extremely bnlhant musicians 
and even when this art has not been developed they wall still 
be largely found as makers of musical instruments or as the 
greatest patrons of music. They will pay for church organs 
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boxes at the opera, and chanty concerts with as much zest as 
children buy bonbons 

They are, however, mdmed to go to extremes m all things, 
and make sudden decisions, or change their mmds rapidly, for 
which they may have regrets, hut they are too proud to acknow- 
ledge thetr error 

The men of this Sign nearly always marry on impulse and 
regret it ever afterwards, but they are too proud to show their 
regrets and too convenhonal to appeal to the courts for assis- 
tance, so they often pass for models of mamed happmess even 
when they are the most wretched 

The women bom m this Sign are, as a rule, the nobler of the 
two, they love to make their husbands successful, and will 
sacrifice everything to that end They are generally chaste and 
pure m then marriage vows, have an mtense love of home, and 
even when unhappily mamed they wear bnght faces and make 
the best of a bad bargam 

They are great church-goers, even from the standpomt that 
their example may be benefiaal to the world around them 

They venerate law and order, make the best of mothers, and 
tram then children on the strictest hnes of obedience, punc- 
tuahty, and upnght hvmg 

People bora m this penod, even when successful, should 
never cease to be actively employed — ^mactivity for them would 
mean despondency and an early decay 


FRIENDS 

Then most lastmg umons and fnendships would be made 
with people bom from March 21 to April 19-26, and July 21 
to August 20-27, or m then own period, and they also 
find excellent compamons m those bom m the centre of then 
tnangle — ^namely, from May 21 to June 20-27 (Fig U) 


HEALTH 

They will be more mchned to suffer from rheumatism than 
from any other disease, also from a dehcacy of the throat and 
lungs, and from boils, carbimdes, and skm troubles They also, 
espeaally m then latter years, suffer from the nervous system, 
saatica and paralysis 
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COLOURS 

Their most smtable colours are all shades of \uolet and mauve 
and violet-purple For the exact colours for persons bom on 
each day see chapter on colours (page 121) 

STONES 

Their most favourable stones are amethysts and sapplures

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CHAPTER XIII 

Occult Significance of Numbers with Birth Dates 


At first sight it may seem extravagant to say that people may 
easily and qmckly learn whether or not they will be m sym- 
pathetic harmony with those they meet by applymg the follow- 
ing few simple rules which I have found, by long experience, 
cover one of the mystenous sides of occultism in regard to 
Numbers 

Even a few tests iviU prove to those who care to try that 
there is a great deal m the cunous theory which I am about to 
lay before the readers of this book 
When dealmg with such subjects I endeavour to ivnte m 
such a clear and simple way that even those who have had no 
expenence whatever m occult studies may be able to under- 
stand and act on my remarks, and make experiments for 
themselves 


ONLY NINE NUMBERS 

In the first place, it is necessary to grasp the idea that there 
axe really only nme Numbers, that is to say, that the foun- 
dation numb^ of all saence and all calculation he between 
the Number i and the Number 9, and that all others are only 
a repetition of these numbers, and nothmg more For example, 
a 10 IS a I with the o added, and 11 is, when added together, a 
2, a 12 is a 3, a 13 is a 4, and so on up to any number that one 
may examme 

The occult Side of this may be found m the fact that man 
has been called mto bemg by the Seven Creative Planets 
Beyond these seven planets there are two others, namely 
Uranus and Neptune, whose domam is considered to rule the 
mental or spirit plane of thmgs, and the numbers representmg 
them have been from time immemonal mcorporated with the 
numbers of the Sun and Moon (the only two planets that have 
been given double numbers) Example, Sun, 1-4 , Moon, 2-7 , 
or Sun, I , Moon, 2 , Uranus, 4 , Neptune, 7 All the other 
planets have been given numbers as follows Mars, 9, Mercury, 
5 , Jupiter, 3 , Venus, 6 , Satum R 
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In this way the entire nine numbers on which hfe has built all 
its calculations are accounted for, and so are also all the 
planets of our solar system, from the earth itself up to the 
“fixed stars,” behmd which, the anaents said, "the Creator of 
all creates ” 


BIRTH DATES 

Takmg the above eiqilanation as a startmg basis, the reader 
may now be able to foUow my theory — a theory, by the way, 
that has taken me years to work out and prove, winch is that 
independent oj what part of theyear one may he horn tn, a curious 
sympathy and attraction will be found to exist between all those 
who have the same number for their birth date For example, a 
person bom, say, on the ist of any month will find others that 
are bom on the ist, loth, 19th, or 28th of any month more 
sympathetic than people not bom on these dates 
An exception must, however, be made for all people bom 
under the Sun’s and Moon’s numbers, which are. Sun, 1-4, and 
Moon, 2-7, as such people are always attracted and “natural 
finends" to one another, but all other numbers attract, as it 
were, their own class 

AFFINITIES IN HUMAN BEINGS 

Such attraction is, however, more mental than physical It is, 
as it were, that the planets of the same numbers rule the mmd 
and make those bom on the same dates have a similarity and 
sympathy of thought to one another 
Phj^sical attraction takes place if the birth date of two people 
should be m certam months of the year (see chapter on “Life’s 
Af&mties”), and if m such a case the numbers should also be 
found to be m sympathy then we would have both mental and 
physical attraction, wluch would make a union of fnendship 
unbreakable This is ein illustration of that often misused 
expression that "marriages are made m heaven ” 

Such mamages are, m fact, made in the heavens by the 
planets and places of the year creatmg afBmties m human 
bemgs, which has been so eloquently expressed m the followmg 
well-known verse 

“Two shall be bom the whole wide world apart 
And speak in different tongues, and take no thought 
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Each of the other's being, and no heed 
And these o’er unknown seas to unknown lands 
Shall cross, escaping wreck, def3ang death. 

And aU unconsaously shape every act. 

And bend each wandering step unto this end 
That one day out of darfaiess they shall meet 
And read life's meaning m each other's eyes " 

In the followmg chapter I shall deal with this cunously 
mterestmg subject, and also show the afSmties of those bom 
m certain months with others 



CHAPTER XrV 

Life's Triangles and Affinities 

As I stated m the previous chapter, independent of what 
part of the year one may be bom in, a s5nnpathy and attraction 
iviU be found to exist I^tween all those persons who have the 
same number for their birth date For example, a person bom, 
say, on the ist of any month will find others bom on the ist, 
loth, 19th, or 28th of any part of the year S3mipathetic and at- 
tractive to him, because, as explamed m the preceding chapter, 
all these numbers, by natural addition, have the number i for 
their root A 10 is simply a i with a o , a 19 is also a i, for i 
added to 9 would make to, which, as before explamed, is a r. 
And so on with any number whose parts must be added to- 
gether to get what is called the "spint of the number " 

The next rule is that the double numbers of the Sun and 
Moon, which are Sun, 1-4, and Moon, 2-7, are sympathetic to 
one another, as they are Jilso to their oivn senes when taken as 
smgle numbers, such as a person bom on the 2nd is sympathetic 
to those bom on the 7th, nth, i6th, 20th, 25th, and 29th, 
which make, as explamed earher, all twos and sevens 

These persons would be sympathetic also to people bom 
under what is called the Sun’s numbers, 1-4, namely, rst, and 
4th, loth, 13th, 19th, 22nd, 28th, and 31^, which, as explamed, 
make ones and fours 

As I have also stated, these S5nnpathies are mcreased ac- 
cordmg to the month m which people happen to be bom, and 
which I will now endeavour to explain clearly 

life’s triangles 

The twelve months of the year are divided by four tnangles, 
which fit m together and represent m the most perfect 
symbolism the four elements necessary to human life, and from 
which life draws its very existence, — ^namely. Fire, Water, Air, 
and Earth 

In order to fix these four tnangles clearly m one's mmd, I 
would advise my readers to first draw a tnangle, and place at

If the hnes of your tnangle are of equal length, and if j^ou 
draw a line from each apex to cat the centre of the Ime at its 
base, the months thus mdicated, which nould necessanlj'- be a 
penod equally distant m that part of the year from the two 
sections at each point, you would then get what I call "the 
central afimity,” which as a role is equ^y strong although 
totally opposite iu cJ.aractcr (Fig IT ) 

Now if jou were to find that a person bom m any of these 
four sections is also bora on a sjunpathebc number, as earher 
explamed, jou would then haie a trenfal ai.d physical affinity 
attracted tn ever}' sense to ore another 

THE Vr\TER TRIAXGLE 

The siTnbohc tnangle representmg the element of Water is 
formed m the foDowmg manner Place the section June 21 to 
Jnly 20 at the top, the section October 21 to No\ ember 20 at 
the left lower angle, and the section February 19 to March 20 
at the lower nght angle, and the Water tnangle becomes com- 
plete You agam draw the apex hnes firom each pomt, as 
mdicated m the illustration, and work out the sympathetic 
attraction of the numbers to one another (Fig III )

THE EARTH TRIANGLE 

The symbohc tnangle of the element of Earth is formed m 
the foUowmg manner Draw a tnangle as before Place at the 
top the section April 20 to May 20 . at the left-hand pomt place 
August 21 to September 20, at the nght, December 21 to 
January 20 Draw hues from each apex as before descnbed, 
and work out the sympathetic attraction of the numbers to 
one another. 

\Mien these four tnangles are constructed the entire year is 
represented and people bom m the sections s5Tnbolised by the 
difierent tnangles wdl be attracted as affinities to one another, 
cspeaaUy if their numbers should also be found to harmonise 
People bom, however, m such tnangles as are symbolised by 
Air and Water are favourable to one another, although one 
could not call them afifimties It is the same with the Air and 
Earth tnangles, and with the Air and Fire, but m all such cases 
the Air people will dommate the others more by their mental 
than by their physical attracbon. 

The Earth and Water people can also blend, and make, as it 
were, sohd material thmgs together, but the mixture will be 
more that of the matenal than of the spintuaL 
Fire and Earth people can also get on together, for m this 
symbolism the Fire wdl warm the Earth and make it fruitful 

NOT TRUE AEFINITIES 

All these cases ated may, as I say, get on together, and even 
be helpful to one another , but still these are not what one can 
call tme afifimties, and, such bemg the case, they are alwa5rs 
hable to separate, whereas those bom m the same tnangles, and 
espeaally when havmg the S 3 rmpathetic numbers, when once 
they come together cannever part, or if they do (under some un- 
usual stress of crrcumstances) they generally come together agam 
m spite of every influence that may try to keep them asunder 
People under the symbolism of Fire and Water will, however, 
never blend, and if forced to hve together by necessity or 
mamage they 17111 just as certainly separate, and are likely in 
the end to become enemies 

In the followmg chapter I will deal with the exact colours for 
people bom on every day of the year, and tell how their colours 
and numbers are harmomous to one another 



CHAPTER XV 


Lucky Colours and How to Know Them 

I will now proceed to explain how the vibrations of colours 
and numbers go together, an explanation which, I thmk my 
readers will find of the utmost use m many ways 
As the mam number of our Birth Sign gives the pnncipal 
note or charactenstic of our hves, we can further aid our 
knowledge by employmg with it the mam note of colour with 
which each number is identified 

I want it clearly to be understood that m these chapters I am 
deahng more with the material side of existence than with the 
spintual, and consequently I am not treatmg such sides of the 
question as the astral number or the astral colour I consider 
such pomts too comphcated for any but advanced students of 
occult subjects Further, the lessons contamed m this book are 
intended for the larger proportion of the people, who are more 
concerned with their material welfare and their success on the 
earth’s plane I beheve that, by demonstratmg that there is a 
side to occultism which is helpful m a material way, a -wider 
and larger arcle of people may be mduced to see that there is 
something of immense practical purpose m such studies, and 
once this pomt is grasped they will proceed to exaimme further 
all such questions for themselves 

TRUE VIBRATIONS 

No matter how beautiful a piano, harp, or other musical 
instrument may be to look at, if the -vibration of its stnngs is 
not m accordance with its proper scale, the instrument -will be 
considered out of tune and useless for all practical purposes 
It IS the same with human bemgs , if their vibrations are not 
true m the harp of life, their thoughts and actions -will cause 
discords and the unseen force of Nature prefers to leave them 
sdent, or inactive, rather than have inharmony in the great 
scheme of harmony, which it has al-ways been and ever -will be 
Nature's purpose to attam 

As tune is of so httle importance to Nature, it follows that 
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she does not worry about such infinitesimal tilings as human 
lives, wth their odd threescore years and ten of sorrow or 
happiness But to the human being his span of hfe is of the 
greatest importance, it is thus compulsory for us to Uarn 
Nature's secrets as qmckly and as early as fosstble, so that we may 
fit tn mih her plan instead of demanding that Nature tahe that 
trouble for us, which I find so many people expect 

Without going further into this question, I will now proceed 
to show what are the pnncipal colours associated with each 
birth number and month of birth 

HOW TO use COLOURS 

Although the earth would look far brighter if wc were to 
dress in our true colours in ordinary life, as do the flowers of the 
earth, yet. as I cannot expect to eifcct this drastic change all at 
once in our conventional appearance, I must content myself 
with hoping that my readers ma}' commence to make the 
changes I suggest in some slight form, or at least m those 
working rooms or studios where they evolve their plans, wntc 
their letters, or sec their f nends I f they do even this I honestly 
believe they will see quickly the advantage thc^' will gam in 
their matenal success and also in their own personal happiness 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER I 

Persons bom under the sign of the number i, sucli as on the 
1st, loth, 19th, or 28th of any month, have for their mam 
number, as I stated m previous chaptets, the 1-4 , and they can 
blend or use their colours with those given to the number 2-7, 
and vice versa The 1-4 and 2-7 arc the only double numbers 
that have to be considered in t^ way The number 1-4 and 
its colours are more important to all those bom in the “House 
of the 1-4,” namely, from July 21-28 to \ugust 20-28 * 

Their mam colours are all shades from the palest }'cl]ow to 
deep orange or golden hues, and they can also use the colours of 
the 2-7, which are all shades from the palest green to the 
darkest, also aeams and whites All purples; blues, enmsons, 
and rose colours are favourable to them, builhey are not what

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arc called the main colours, and should only be used as acces- 
sones 

The number i people should have as much as possible of the 
mam colours around them, at least m their rooms or studios and 
m their dress, and they should also wear topaz or amber as 
much as possible m their jewellery 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 2 

The persons who have this number for their Birth Number 
are aU those who are bom on the 2nd, nth, 20th, or 29th of any 
month, but this number and colour are of still more importance 
if they are bom m what is called the "House of the 2-7,” 
namely from June 21 to July 20-27 

Their mam colours are all shades from the palest green to the 
darkest creams and whites, but they also can use the colours 
of the 1-4 sign as desenbed above Rose and pmk tmts and 
pale blues are also favourable to them, but only as accessory 
colours, and the number 2 people should endeavour to wear and 
use all the hghter shades and avoid deep tones of colour as much 
as possible The stones favourable for them to wear are pearls, 
cat’s-eyes, and moonstones 
/ 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 3 

The persons who have this number for their Birth Number 
are aU those bom on the 3rd, 12th, 21st, or 30th of any month, 
but this number and colour are of stih more significance if they 
are bom m what is called the "House of the 3,” namely from 
Febraary 19 to March 20-27 or from November 21 to December 
20-27 

Their mam colours are all shades of mauve, violet, and 
purple, which they should have around them m their rooms or 
with them as much as possible, and they should also wear some 
jewel containmg an amethyst, on account of its colour vibrations 

AU shades of blue, crimson, or rose and yeUow are favourable 
for them, but only as accessones 


COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 4 

The persons who have this number for their Birth Number 
are all those who are bom on the 4th, 13th, 22nd, or 31st of any 
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month, but this number and colour are of still more significance 
if they are bom either from July 21 to August 20-27, or from 
January 21 to February 19-26 

Their mam colours are all shades of grey and fawn, and 
electnc shades and the mmor tmts of yellow and green They 
would also find the sapphire the most favourable stone to wear, 
on account of its colour vibrations 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 5 

The persons who have this number for their Birth N umber are 
all those who are bom on the 5th, 14th, or 23rd of any month, 
but this number and colour are of still greater significance if 
people are bom in what is called the " House of the 5,” namely, 
from May 21 to June 20-27, or from August 21 to September 
20-27 

Their mam or pnnapal colours are all shades of silver grey, 
ghstemng white, or silvered, ghttenng materials, and as acces- 
sory colours the f>ale or light shades of all colours 

These people are far more magnetic if they do not wear or 
surround themselves with major colours or dm-k shades They 
should also wear some jewel or ornament made of platmum or 
silver and diamonds, if possible 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 6 

The persons who have this number for their Birth Number 
are all those who are bom on the 6th, 15th, or 24th of any 
month, but this number and its colours have greater significance 
for all those bom m what is called the “ House of the 6,” namely 
from April 20 to May 20-27, or from September 21 to October 
20-27 

Then- mam colours are aU shades of blue, from the lightest to 
the darkest They have more accessory colours than any other 
class, and thetr range runs through all colours, except black and 
dark purple 

The turquoise and emerald are the most favourable stones 
for these persons to wear, on account of their colour vibrations 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 7 

The persons who have this number for their Birth Number 
are all those who are bom on the 7th, i6th, or 25th of any 
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month, bnt especially if they happen also to be bom in what is 
called the "House of the 7-2”— namely, from June 21 to July 
20-27 Their mam colours are exactly similar to those given to 
people bom under the number 2, which I descnbed a httle 
earher, wth this difference — ^that, as they are more posthve %n 
character than the number 2 people, so can they also wear 
stronger or more positive colours, but all shades of green and 
yeUow remam their foundation or principal colours 
The jewels most personal and most favourable to them are 
moonstones, all white stones, and cat’s-eyes, but these people 
should remember to avoid deep or dark colours, both m stones 
and matenals 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 8 

The persons who have this number for their Birth Number 
are all those who are bom on the 8th, 17th, or 26th of any 
month, but espeaally if they happen also to be bom m what is 
called the "House of the 8,” namely, from December 21 to 
January 20-27, or from January 27 to February 19-26 
The first mentioned penod is the Positive of their number, 
while the second is the Negative 
These people, with their mvanably strong personahty, should 
be exceptionally careful of then: surroundmgs and of their 
colours 

They seem " out of place ” and irritable when surrounded by 
hght, bnght, or garish tones, and they easily become silent, 
moody, and despondent under such cucumstances 
As they are at heart grave, senous, and sohd people, they 
should remember that all grave and senous colours are theirs by 
right of birth 

Even children bom under the influence of this number (which 
has always been considered the number of mystery), especially 
if they are also bom m the "House of the 8,” seem strangely 
"out of the picture ” if dressed m hght, gansh colours — and as 
they grow up this becomes more and more accentuated On the 
contrary, all dark shades smt them and seem m harmony vnth 
their personahty and with then "atmosphere ” 

They would be especially fortunate m all tones of dark greys, 
blues, browns, russet shades, and so forth 
For example, take some man belongmg to this number, 
dress him m hght clothes and he will immediately look hke 
a baker out on a hohday , whereas, put the same man tn the 
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colours that belong to him, and every one wiU speak of his 
personabty and his charm 

In their houses or busmess offices the same rule ^vlll again 
apply Such people look "at ease" and "at home” when sur- 
rounded by oak panels and dark woodwork, and equally "out 
of place” when some unthmkmg architect gives them a Louis 
XV background 

For the same reason the jewels most fortunate and favourable 
for such types are all dark stones, such as dull rubies, carbuncles, 
and, best of ah, the deep-toned sapphire, which is most mark- 
edly the jewel of the number 8 

COLOURS OF THE NUMBER 9 

The persons who have this number for their Birth Number 
are ah those who are bom on the gth, iSth, or 27th of any 
month, but this number and its colour are of stih more sigm- 
ficance if people are bom in what is cahed the " House of the 
9,” namely, from March 21 to April 19-26, or from October 21 
to Noi ember 20-27 Their mam colours are ah shades of 
crimson or red, and their accessory colours are rose and pink, 
but they are more fortunate when they avoid the darker shades 
of these colours Ah shades of blue are, houever, very favour- 
able for them 

They should ^\ear red stones, such as mbies, garnets, and 
bloodstones * 

If people wih fohow even m some degree the rules I have 
given about numbers and colours, and heed the mformation in 
the previous chapters, they wfll very quickly be astonished by 
the good results they wih notice m their daily hves 

There is no guesswork or mere theory about the rules I have 
laid do^vn They have been, in the first place, taken from anaent 
^v^tlngs of the highest authonty, aU ^e dross or super-fluities 
weeded out of them, and experimented on by myself m thous- 
ands upon thousands of cases before I ha\e allowed them to 
pass 

The law of the " vibrations of thmgs ” is as great as the law of 
gramtaixon It has, however, a wider and a higher scope, for it 
concerns our thoughts as well as our actions Professor Proctor, 
in his great work on astronomy, has laid down the rule that not

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the slightest vibration in the smallest atom m the farthest 
planet of our solar system but is mtimately felt and associated 
with our human hfe on this planet, and, although many of these 
vibrations may be beyond our limited observation, as colours 
beyond the ultra-red and the ultra-violet are beyond our range 
of vision, yet that is no proof that they are not equally as 
powerful as those we can more readily examme 
It is a weU-kno^vn fact that there are tones and vibrations m 
music that are beyond our range of heanng, yet there are other 
animals that as readily perceive these sounds as we do those 
that come \vithin our scope 

We receive hght and heat only by a certam tension of vibra- 
tion, and saentists have declared that even life is only a 
question of vibration — ^that when it falls below a certam pomt 
it ceases to exist ^ 

By foUowmg out the simple rules set forth m this book one 
comes into harmony ivith Nature, there is less finchon, as it 
were, m the vibrabons of the human machine, and so one will 
he able to accomplish more and so become more successful 
Success and happmessiare*, dftei^all, tjie punapal pivots on 
which so much depetids, both for ourselv^^ and for those with 
whom we are bx6uglj,t mto contact in our journey from 
the cradle to th^g^ve
